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Reminiscences of 8 Millwright. 
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BY JAMES HOBART. 


Only a few rods below the mill whose 
history I have given there stands a paper 
mill which may have some incidents in its 
rise and progress that may interest the reader. 
It started thus. A man looking around the 
premises observed that the race water from 
the upper mill had quite a fall for a number of 
rods, and could, as he thought, be utilized. 
After making necessary arrangements he 
came to the conclusion to put up a two-engine 
wrapping mill, using the race water from the 
mill above for power. A dam was thrown 
across the raceway in the following manner : 
Going to an old farmer who dabbled in all 
kinds of jobs, he engaged him to build his 
dam. The farmer came and built the dam 
within three or four days, first laying a string 
of old logs, round or square, it mattered not 
which, high enough to support his rafters, so 
called. He then put on as rafters anything 
that came to hand, if not too large, the 
upper end resting on the ground, the 
other on his pile of logs. Then it was 
ready for planking, which was done 
with old planks, slabs or boards, which- 
ever came handy ; then after a few loads 
of gravel it was ready for business. In 
the meantime a bulkhead with gates 
was placed at one end, where a canal or 
ditch, to conduct the water to the mill, 
was to be made. The next operation

g on th until it was a little 
lower than the water above the dam 
when the gates were hoisted, giving the water 
full control of the job, which it accomplished 
to perfection, and something more. 

I will state here that the soil consisted of 
sand deposited by the river in times past, with 
a hard bottom at a certain depth, which prob- 
ably was the bed of the river in ancient days. 
The water performed the digging in a work- 
manlike manner until it reached the site of the 
mill, where it found a sand hole that the river 
by some unaccountable freak had drilled down 
to ten or twelve feet in depth, filling it with 
coarse sand, which the canal digger cleaned 
out to perfection tree of cost; but the paper 
maker, not wanting so deep a wheel-pit, was 
forced to fill up with something the water 
would not play with. 

The mill building, which when finished 
showed a very near relationship to the dam, 
was underpinned with bits of wood resting 
upon the sand. Next a flume was put in. The 
wheel was an old United States wheel, one of 
the first iron wheels introduced in this place, 
and it did very good service, especially in one 
line. Its construction was such that anything 
of much size that entered it when running, 
must be cut into short pieces, or stop it. I 
frequently noticed when entering the mill in 
the morning, when it had run through the night, 
that at certain seasons of the year the bed of 
the raceway was literally strewn with eels, or 
pieces of them, of all sizes and lengths, 

An old cylinder machine was set up and 
paper making began and flourished quite 
bravely for months, all of the stock being 
cut on a block with a rope-axe, so called, 
there being no rag-cutter in the mili, and 
there seeming to be no place to set a wheel to 
drive one. 

At last I hit upon the plan of setting a Blake 
wheel in the flume-like structure which con- 
ducted the water into the little flume where 
the engine and machine stood. 


This conductor being somewhat broad and 
shallow, I was compelled to set the wheel 
nearly up to the top of the water, being care- 
ful to keep so far down that no air could enter 
the wheel. To carry out my idea, we con- 
Structed a tight penstock, running from be- 
neath the wheel-case and well fitted to it, to 
the raceway, where its end would always be 
under water. This arrangement worked very 
well after an apparatus was added to let air 
into the suction penstock, when the gate was 
closed. After this a rag-cutter was soon in 





operation and worked until trouble came, 
This mill was occasionally blessed with 
more water than was desirable. I have often 
seen the whole premises, above, below and 
all around, one tranquil sheet of water. Once 
a boat was required to enter the mill. At 
length the flood subsided, and the famous dam 
presented a sorry spectacle. Some of its 
lighter materials had left their moorings and 
gone with the water toward the ocean ; others 
were misplaced or stood on end. The fact 
was that no dam remained. Here was a fix. 
What was to be done? This question was ere 
long solved by hitting upon the plan of build- 
ing a flume and dam all in one, commencing 
at the flume under the mill and running en- 
tirely across the channel to a bank on the op- 
posite side, some eighty feet in length and 
erecting a building upon it to weight it down. 
This was accomplished and paper making was 
again begun, but the enterprising owner was 
not content to make wrapping-paper only, 
having this additional room at his command, 
and a third engine was put in, with an addi- 
tion to the old building to receive it, and two 
washers were soon added in the new part. 
The remainder of the new flume was appro- 
priated to the drainer-room ; dusters were 
forthcoming and news paper made its appear- 


ance. Thus the loss of the cob-house dam 
gave a long and strong boost toward progress. 
I do not say that the same man owned this 
mill all this time, for it had changed hands a 
number of times before arriving at the white- 
paper period, and not long after that it was 
sold to the owners of the mill standing a few 
rods above it, which supplied it with water. 
After this alterations and improvements were 
the order of the day. Ere long the old fabric, 
which was founded on sand, gave ,place to 
a substantial structure founded on rock, Then 
things went on until a new machine and fin- 
ishing-room were required, and a large brick 
building was erected and a good Fourdrinier 
machine was put in. New engines with 
30-inch rolls, seven in number, are there, 
one Jordan engine, one Warren ditto, one 
rotary rag boiler, with all other things re- 
quired in making good paper. The mill now 
employs about fiftyhands, All thishas grown 
or evolved from the little cob-house dam 
across the raceway.

New Bleaching Process. 





A new process for bleaching paper pulp 
has been made public in England, The fea- 
tures claimed for this process are:. First, 
bleaching fibrous substances used for making 
paper by means of electrified chlorine and 
oxygen gases—‘‘chlor-ozone ;" second, bleach- 
ing fibrous substances used for paper making 
by subjecting them in the form of pulp to 
agitation in the presence of electrified chlorine 
and oxygen gases (chlor-ozone) ; third, bleach- 
ing fibrous substances used for paper making 
by subjecting them to the action of electrified 
chlorine and oxygen (chlor-ozone), and collect- 
ing and re-using in the process the unabsorbed 
gases ; fourth, bleaching fibrous substances 
used for paper making by treating them in the 
manner described, and by means of the appa- 
ratus illustrated on this page. 

The object is to effect the bleaching of 
fibrous substances used in the manufacture of 
paper by means of bleaching agents in a gas- 
eous form. The pulp is thoroughly washed 
before or after it leaves the engine, and after 
having been mixed with a quantity of water, 
if necessary to make it of the proper con- 
sistency, it is run into a vat fitted with revolv- 
ing beaters or paddles, or with other suitable 
means for agitating the pulp. This vat must 
be so constructed as to be readily closed 
to prevent escape of the gases used 


in the treatment. The pulp is violently 
agitated by the beaters, and while agitated is 
subjected to the action of a mixture of chlorine 
and oxygen gases which have been electrified 
and are admitted into the vat, which may be 
most conveniently effected by means of a 
perforated pipe situated at the bottom of the 
vat. The electrifying of the chlorine and 
oxygen may be done in an apparatus such as 
is used for producing ozone from oxygen, and 
the electrified mixture of chlorine and oxygen 
is called chlor-ozone. After the pulp has been 
treated by agitation in the presence of chlor- 
ozone as described, it may be thoroughly 
washed and then used in the ordinary manner 
in the manufacture of paper. Any chlorine 
and oxygen which escapes from the churn or 
vessel and has not been absorbed as chlor-ozone 
by the pulp during the agitating operation 
may be re-electrified so as to be reconverted 
to chlor-ozone and be used again in the pro- 
cess, or the oxygen may be employed to re- 
vivify the oxide of manganese or other metal- 
lic oxide used in the manufacture of the 
chlorine used in the process. 

Referring to the illustration, A is a con- 
tainer of oxygen gas. B is a retort partly 
immersed in water contained in a vessel or 
boiler, which can be heated by any suitable

means, Into the retort B are placed the 
matters from which the chlorine is produced ; 
for example, black oxide of manganese and 
hydrochloric acid. Oxygen in _ sufficient 
quantity to form the required mixture of 
chlorine and oxygen, and at the same time to 
revivify the black oxide of manganese, is ad- 
mitted to the retort B from the container A 
by the pipe a leading down into the black ox- 
ide of manganese in the retort. The oxygen 
and chlorine pass by the pipe a* from the re- 
tort B into the wash-bottle 4 and therefrom 
by the pipe 2’ into the gasometer C, to effect 
which the bell of the gasometer C may be 
caused to rise by adding weights, so as to 
withdraw the gases from the retort and wash- 
bottle ; when the bell has become filled the 
weights are removed and the gases by the de- 
scent of the bell are expelled through pipe @ 
into the ozone generator F, in which they are 
highly electrified and converted into chlor- 
ozone. E represents the Rhumkoff coil or 
other means of obtaining the necessary elec- 
tric sparking for the purpose, and E* is the 
battery charging the said coil. The electri- 
fied gases (chlor-ozone) pass from the gen- 
erator F by the pipe / into the vessel G, in 
which the pulp is placed and agitated by the 
stirrer g. The pulp thus treated is removed 
and used for paper making in the usual man- 
ner. The oxygen and chlorine which arise 
from the pulp are drawn back by the pipe @ 
into the gasometer D by the bell thereof being 
made to rise by adding weights, and after it 
has become filled, by removing these weights, 
the gases are by the descent of the bell forced 
through the pipe @* into the retort B, to be 
again used in the process, The pipes are 
furnished with valves and cocks to control the 
supply and direction of flow of the gases.

Manufacture of Coated Papers. 


At the last general meeting of the Ger- 
man manufacturers of colored paper, the fol- 
lowing report was read by Mr. Mueller: 

The most important part of the machinery 
for making coated papers is the coloring-ma- 
chine, Coloring by the use of rollers was 
previously done on a table or a waxed or 
gummed endless cloth or apron, which ran 
over two cylinders, The colors were put on 
partially, as at present, with a running felt, 
but some machines had a cylindrical brush, 
the hairs of which struck against a straight-edge 
and spattered the color, A short time ago one 





of the largest color-paper makers of the United 
States informed me that all of his coloring- 
machines had a similar arrangement, as above. 

A German manufacturer would hardly buy 
such a machine at this day, and I think that 
with anc fixe, and especially with colors that 
foam easily, the foaming would be increased 
by this method. 

The old machines had a great many disad- 
vantages ; the paper went badly through them, 
and as it was not made as uniformly as now 
there were generally folds on one side or the 
other, which gave a woolly appearance when 
held up to the light. This was also partially 
caused by the paper not lying tight to the 
running cloth. 

The brush movement on the old machines 
was varied ; long, thin brushes were used as 
now, but only with a side or circular action. 
These were then combined with round brushes, 
which revolved only on their own axis, or 
made besides a circular motion, 

All of these, in many respects ingenious, 
contrivances could not give as uniform a 
coating as the present coloring-machine, for 
the brushes could not be pressed stiffly against 
the paper, which in turn would not lie close 
enough to the cloth. 

The coloring-machines of to-day could 





hardly be improved. The principal piece in 
the new machines is the cylinder. The merit 
of having first used it belongs to the firm of 
F. Flinsch, but the cylinders used at first 
were too small in diameter ; the proper size of 
39 inches was used by Grahl & Hohl, of Dres- 
den, and is now accepted by all. 


But why is a roll 39 inches in diameter the 
best? I can find no other explanation than 
that small cylinders give the paper too little 
surface and too sharp turns, so that the 
heavier papers pass with difficulty, while 
larger cylinders have a flatter surface. Mr. 
Grahl gave the proper directions to the 
brushes from the beginning, viz., the side one, 
in which the brush’s action is in the form of a 
rounded-off zigzag. 

The coloring-machine has also been greatly 
improved by the noiseless action of the 
brushes by means of eccentrics and cranks. 

Running and tight-drawn felts have both 
their advantages. The tight felt is best when 
one color is used, but the running felt is to be 
preferred when colors have to be often 
changed ; but there is also the disadvantage 
that the color runs behind the felt, and the 
sides get thicker in time and the edges of the 
web take on less color. 

The hanging apparatus has been greatly 
improved. In the old arrangements the hang- 
ing rods were supported by straps or ropes, 
and a very long room was required for such a 
drying method. The action, too, was not re- 
liable, as the feed rods required the same 
diameter, but they ran crooked when one of 
the straps stretched more or less. 


These evils are disposed of, as all of the 
drying apparatus is made with chains, which 
are well adjusted. The hanging rods are made 
round, and this is the only proper form for 
them. 

The wetting and brush machines are used 
in making glacé paper, and various sizes of 
these brush machines are employed—some 
with large iron cylinders which revolve slowly 
and over which the paper runs tightly 
stretched. 

Good wetting is most important, and ma- 
chines for the purpose have been brought out 
in a few serviceable forms. One had a pump 
which threw the water in a fine spray against 
the paper; others had a brush which ran in 
water. The most reliable has a cylinder cov- 
ered with a -wet felt, which wets the back of 
the paper. 


In the way of paper-cutters we give the 
preference to such as cut one or two rolls at 
once and make a good many cuts a minute. 

A machine now much approved of is the 
sheet-coloring machine. It is especially 
adapted for thick papers, card and boards. 
This, too, had its period of development, and 
Ihave now perfected it. The color is uni- 
form and the back of the sheets remain free 
from color and moisture, and a drying-ma- 
chine has been adapted to it, in which the 
sheets are placed on frames and kept in con- 
stant motion, drying four times quicker than 
by the system in use.—/apier Zeitung. 





LA German Paper Maker on Rosin 
Size. 


When I first used rosin size, in 1833, it 
found little favor among paper makers, be- 
cause very often the paper did not hold, es- 
| pecially when the press felts were freshly 
| washed, because a great many mills did not 
have powerful presses for vat-made papers. 
The paper was not pressed enough; the 
| sheets on top and beneath were more pressed 
than those in the middle and held the sizing 
better, while turning the sheets often did 
| not give a remedy. The couching was greatly 
interfered with, as felts soon became 
filled up and did not let the water 
flow through ; a great many felts were 
therefore needed and small mills found 
this costly. The foreman and size 
maker also suffered a loss in their in- 
come and tried to hinder its adoption. 


In the Westigerbach Mill rosin sizing 


was used in 1829-30, where it pet 
as a profound secret. ~ The tberty = 
joyed by the mills in Rhineland and 
Westphalia was the cause of their greater 
progress, and for this reason chlorine 
bleaching, &c., was first used there. 
In 1833, in a mill in Wertheim, now 
the Winter Mill, the man who prepared the 
rosin size was sworn tosecrecy. The size at the 
time was made from Burgundy pitch, and not 
prepared with caustic potash and alum. To 
get a better pressure on the felts, three or 
four boards were placed in 150 felts, but the 
sizing was not very certain. The snap as in 
animal-sized papers was not to be obtained, 
nor was the gloss, so that it was only used for 
wrapping-papers. It was not until 1837-41 
that I could obtain satisfactory results. The 
size was mixed with caustic potash and potato 
starch, but the alum was thrown in a 
powdered state into the engine. This, how- 
ever, made a layer of undissolved alum in the 
vats. The paper held well, however, as it 
was well pressed. The paper-machine was 
built in Alsace, and we successfully imitated 
the tissue papers, which at that time came 
from France, 

Soda came more into use, but, because of 
the many mixtures, caused a great deal of 
uncertainty, as it had to be causticized and 
was dearer than potash. I entered another 
mill, where I found a rosin size, the recipe for 
which had been purchased for $500 from a 
Frenchman in Annonay, and which gave a 
very fine size. This was not used because of 
the opposition of the size boiler, who seemed 
to have convinced the owner of its uselessness, 

When most mills took to sizing with rosin 
greater demands were made for whiteness of 
paper, &c., and the best kinds of rosin were 
bleached with chloride of lime, and this gave 
good results, but the quantity of rosin was 
less. It could not be determined then what 
parts of the rosin should be treated or the 
rosin itself. The fact was overlooked that 
the'rosin precipitate turns brown on the dry- 
ing cylinder. The bleaching, however, took 
up too much time ; the same results could also 
be obtained by treating the rosin soap with 
strong lye, throwing. away the brown lye and 
washing the soap two or three times in a weak 
solution of table salt. It is remarkable what 
a change takes place by this process; the 
soap becomes almost white. This will be 
found quite natural, however, if the brown 
lye is treated with sulphuric acid to neutrali- 
zation. A dirty gray precipitate ensues, which 
when dried and melted gives out a rosin cake 
that would injure the color if not removed. 








Later on the whiteness of the paper was 
favored by bleaching with chloride of lime.

In a paper mill in Berlin the manager had 
adopted a size of his own, the manufacture of 
which was long kept secret, but it was made 
by mixing the rosin soap with potato starch 
and forming a stiff paste, then boiling it with 
free steam until again quite thin, which doubt- 
less changed the starch into a kind of dextrine. 
The liquid was then left standing until it 
became lukewarm, when it was filtered through 
flannel into another vessel, to which a luke- 
warm weak alum solution was added untila 
white precipitate in big flakes was formed and 
a sample gave no more precipitate by alum. 
Four pounds of alum were allowed to the 
engine of ninety pounds. 

It was some time before the sizing was per- 
fected in this mill, and one side of the paper 
would be oftener yellower than the other, and 
it was found it came from powdered rosin, the 
latter separating when the size was a few days 
old. The savants now assure us that the size 
is not formed by the creation of a resinate of 
alumina, as previously believed, but that the 
rosin alone has the effect. Dr. Wiirster has 
made experiments, but I have not heard that 
he has succeeded in sizing directly with rosin. 

A mixture of rosin size with animal size has 
been found good. The process is simple. To 
the animal size is added at medium tempera- 
ture in the proportion of from four to eight 
pounds to one hundred pounds of rosin, and a 
little alum is then put in. The paper sized 
with this has a closer, smoother surface, and 
the sizing is very durable.—/Papier Zeitung.

Reports from paper dealers this week 
are not as favorable as they have been for 
some time back, the volume of paper moved 
since the first of the month having fallen off 
somewhat. Still there is a very fair daily 
trade for this season of the year, with good 
prospects right ahead. 

Manufacturers, however, have not as yet 
felt any interruption to business because of 
lessened demand, most of the mills being well 
supplied with orders. Before such orders as 
are now booked are filled others will undoubt- 
edly come to hand. 

As the holiday season draws nearer the con- 
sumption of manilla paper increases, and so 
this branch of the paper trade is growing 
more active, The manilla market is very firm 
at present quotations, and, considering the 
high cost of raw material, there is a possi- 
bility of another advance on manillas. At 
present prices the margin of profit to the 
manufacturer is very small, and even this 
small margin is being narrowed down by the 
advances in jute stocks and bleaching powders. 

The paper-stock market shows some little 
improvement, an increased call for paper 
stock being reported this week, but the con- 
ditions of the market are not such as to warrant 
any great expectation for the immediate future. 
While the market is frm, with no disposition 
to shade prices, yet advances are slow in 


being made. There is more inquiry for 
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special grades, but prices asked in foreign 
markets are such as to retard the closing of 
pending orders. Jute stocks are firm, and 
some business is being done at full figures. 


The conditions of the chemical market are in 
favor of sellers, a good steady demand, firm 
prices and short local supplies being reported. 
Bleaching powders are the feature of the mar- 
ket, the receipts of the week not being enough 
to meet the demand. Spot lots of bleaching 
powders are quoted at 2c., but as there is 
none offering the article cannot be got at that 
figure. To arrive bleaching powders are held 
at 1.95@1.97%c. Caustic soda and soda ash 
are in average demand, with no change in 
quotations. Soda crystals are steady at .97 %c. 
to arrive, 1@1 Osc. from store. 


The receipts of chemicals for the ‘week to 
date include 390 casks of bleaching powders, 
250 drums of caustic soda, 110 casks of soda 
ash, 140 barrels of soda crystals and 73 casks 
of refined alkali. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time show a total of 2,270 bales. 

Other receipts include 350 bales of wood 
pulp to Rice, Kendall & Co., 318 bags of 
sizing, 300 barrels of Venetian red, 465 barrels 
of rosin, 5 bales ot felts and 3 bales of twinc.

Union with Canada.

the following letter from Professor 


DEAR Str—In reply to your letter of the 
sth inst., let me assure you that I consider it 
a great honor to be invited to express my 
views on the subject of a commercial union 
between Canada and the United States to a ; 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York. The advantages of 
continental free trade to Canada are too mani- 
fest to require demonstration. In her soil, 
her forests, her waters and her mines, she 
has natural products far in excess of her own 
wants which seek access to the continental 
markets. She has also a fund of labor of the 
best quality which the development of these 
resources would employ. She would at the 
same time greatly benefit by the free importa- 
tion of those manufactured articles which she 
cannot produce for herself or which can be 
better or more cheaply produced in the 
wealthier and more scientific country. 

To the United States, commercial union 
would bring the full enjoyment of all the 
natural wealth of Canada, which American 
capital would develop, as well as an extended 
market for American manufactures. That 
Canada at present, with her resources imper- 
fectly developed, is not so rich as the United 
States forms no reason for believing that the 
union with her would not be profitable. Scot- 
land at the time of her union with England 
was a comparatively poor country, yet the 
union proved highly profitable to both parties. 

It is impossible to look at the map of this 
country without seeing that the exclusion of 
the Canadian provinces, geographically iden- 
tified with it as they severally are, from its 
commercial pale is a struggle against nature, 
and a renunciation of the benefits which she 
proffers to the continent as an economical 
whole. Each of the four blocks of Canadian 
territory—in the maritime Provinces—old 
Canada, comprising Ontario and Quebec, the 
newly opened region of the Northwest and 
British Columbia—is inseparably connected 
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by commercial bonds with the States of the 
Union adjoining it to the south, while those 
States reciprocally have in it their natural 
complement and partner. 

By commercial union the fisheries question 
would be settled, and it is difficult to see how 
it can be settled satisfactorily and perma- 
nently in any other way. It is hoped also 
that a part of the arrangement would be such 
an extension of the extradition treaty as would 
relieve the continent from the incentive fur- 
nished to commercial dishonesty by the exist- 
ence of an asylum for fugitives from justice on 
each side of the line. 

The movement in of 
union among the Canadian people has been 
perfectly spontaneous. Their thoughts having 
been turned by the fisheries dispute and some 
other circumstances to their commercial rela- 
tions with their neighbors, the conviction that 


favor commercial 


unrestrained reciprocity is their true interest 
has impressed itself upon their minds and has 
been spreading rapidly without the aid of or- 
ganized agitation or wirepulling of any kind. 

Out of thirty farmers’ institutes in the pro- 
vinces twenty-eight have declared, and as a 
rule unanimously, in favor of commercial 
union, one only being adverse and one being 
still in suspense. Our Commercial Union 
Club in this city has just been formed in re- 
sponse to repeated solicitations and to supply 
a manifest need. Those connected with the 
great natural industries of the country—the 
farmers, the miners, the lumbermen and the 
fishermen—seem to be almost unanimous in 
favor of the scheme. 

The commercial opposition appears to con- 
sist of those among our manufacturers who 
think they have reason to fear American com- 
petition, the banks which have advanced them 
capital, and a certain number of wholesale 
houses. The manufacturers being better or- 
ganized and more political than those who are 
connected with the natural industries, the op- 
position appears more powerful than it really 
is and its aspect is rendered yet more impos- 
ing by its concentration in the great cities. 
Both our leading journals advocate commer- 
cial union. That the boon of free trade with 
our own continent, if fairly offered to the 
Canadian people, would be accepted, there 
can, I think, be no serious doubt. 

The difficulty and the danger of miscarriage 
arise in this, as in similar cases, chiefly from 
the entanglement of a commercial question 
vitally affecting the material interests of the 
entire people with questions of party politics, 
to which it has no relation, and with the strug- 
gles of political leaders for power and place. 
Were it possible to submit the subject, divest- 
ed of party influences, to a convention com- 
posed of commercial representatives of each 
State of the Union and of each of the prov-

plan for submission to the Legislatures, there 
would be more hope of a result in accordance

Belts. 


Belts! This subject is one of great 
importance to those who use and have the 


It is also a subject of which 


care of belts. 
there is a great lack of understanding upon 


the part of the above-mentioned folks. 
Leaving all formulas for speed and power- 

transmitting capacity out of this article, I 

will deal with the everyday occurrences in 

large and heavily belted establishments.

Many 
contribute capital teachings, as far as they go, 
for instance, on small belts; for the larger 
ones in use they leave the poor millwright to 
grope in the dark. 

I am well aware that one principle governs 
a 2-inch and a 20-inch belt exactly alike, 
but the different which 
those belts are used often renders conforma- 
tion to those principles extremely difficult. 

Belts in a paper mill are subjected to such 
abuse that the mathematical, and you might 
include geometrical, calculations fail of their 


conditions under 


purpose. 

Then they are frequently thoroughly 
drenched by leaky spouts, pipes bursting 
and the engines slopping over, and, with 
scarcely any exception, every belt must be 
strained to drum-head tension and kept so, or 
there is a vigorous “‘ kick” from ** engineers ” 
and machine-tenders, on down to helpers and 
reel-boys. 

That this should be seems to be borne out 
by the fact that the instant a belt relaxes suf- 
ficiently for the return or non-transmitting 
side to sag a trifle, it either runs off the pul- 
leys or refuses to perform its work. 

Now comes the point. We cannot recon- 
struct the plant to conform to our ideas of 
what it should be. Washing, beating and re- 
fining engines are so constructed as to run in 
only one direction, and in most cases things 
must run as they are primarily designed and 
placed. I refer to the barbarous plan of mak- 
ing belts drive on the top side. 

Whenever practicable and possible to 
change such abortions of a draughtsman’s 
skill, do it. It will save you many a dollar in 
the end. 

For the poor chaps who have to keep these 
over-straining belts in repair and on the pul- 
leys I can only give the benefit of my own 
experience. If belts run to one side, search 
out the cause and apply the remedy, Adapt 
the alignment of your shafts to the belts. 

Sometimes it becomes necessary to throw 
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a machine or counter-shaft considerably out 
of line, in order to retain the belts fully on 
the pulleys. 
or the other of the pulleys being conical, or 


This may be necessitated by one 


ot a larger diameter at one end than at the | 


other. 

The best way to discover and prevent this 
feature is to caliper all pulleys upon their 
arrival at the work, and if they prove untrue 
as to equal diameter at the ends, or you find 
the ‘‘crown”’ to one side of the centre, send 
them back to be returned. 

Belts will invariably run off the pulleys on 
the side toward which the shafts approach 
each other. Remember this, all the high-side- 
of-the-pulley business to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Belts will likewise go where they 
are guided or carried. 

Now, I don’t mean that you must guide them 
by nailing up a strip of stuff for them to chew 
at, but after ascertaining that your driving 
shaft is straight vertically and horizontally, 
adapt the driven pulley to the governing cir- 
cumstance. 

For a fastening you may use almost any of 
the thousand and one different methods. I 
use different ones as follows: For the heav- 
ily strained large rubber and cotton belts, 
running without an idler or tightener, I pre- 
fer the malleable belt hooks, on account of 
their strength and the short time necessary 
for application. 

Where the belts run over an idler or tight- 
ener I use the double-hole single strand hinge 
lace. 


For leather belts a lighter form of the same 
style of lacing, and on all belts having means 
for taking up the natural stretch I want a 
nicely made lap joint, one so neatly made that 
it cannot be seen with the belt in motion. 

Sometimes I use cement and rivets, or ce- 
ment and shoe-pegs, or a joint made by sew- 
ing the scarfed ends upon each other with 
light lacing. 

It is a difficult matter to lay down any meth- 
od for general application, and ‘‘ as different 
diseases require different remedies,” so it is 
with fastening belts. 

One thing you may well observe: never 
give a belt any unnecessary strain. Better 
take it up every day for awhile than to try to 
take the ‘‘stretch” out all at once.—/. A. 
Lawrie, in Manufacturers’ Gazette.

A BLEACHING apparatus which has 
been brought out in England is the sub- 
ject of illustration and description on the 
first page of this issue of THE JOURNAL. 
The peculiar feature of the process is in 
the action of electrified chlorine and oxy- 
gen on the paper pulp. 





Last week we presented the evidence 
taken at the instance of the petitioning 
creditors of the W. O. Tyler Paper Com- 
pany, at Chicago. The lateness of the 
hour at which the copy of the testimony 
was received precluded an intelligent re- 
view of its extremely interesting features, 
Probably most of our readers have gone 
over this extraordinary account of busi- 
ness management and have passed judg- 
ment upon it; but without attempting to 
influence opinion, and with no idea of 
exciting feeling in regard to this sensa- 
tional failure, we cannot forbear bringing 
under review some of the facts elicited 
on the examination of the assignee and late 
treasurer of the company. This concern, 
it will be remembered, failed in August 
last with liabilities of about five hundred 
thousand dollars, and upon the statement 
of the assignee, supplemented by a report 
of a creditors’ examining committee, the 
assets were largely under this amount, 
On the advice of the committee a large 
portion of the claims was “signed off” or 
compromised at 22% per cent.; but there 
remained a few creditors who were not 
content to take up with the shrinkage, 
and who instituted the investigation 
which culminated in the disclosures which 
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we reported last week. One peculiarity 
of this case, all through, has been the 
diversity of statements made, a diversity 
which seems to have served to cloud and 
mystify all of the proceedings, until in 
the light brought to bear by the investi- 
gation certain facts have been shown 
which serve to bring us a little nearer to 
the inwardness of the situation. 





Ir our readers will refer to the testi- 
mony taken they will find that the Tyler 
Paper Company a few weeks prior to its 
assignment declared a 10 per cent. divi- 
dend. With this flattering demonstration 
of its success and profitable operation it 
must have been surprising to the stock- 
holders to find that five or six weeks later 
they were in a state of hopeless insolv- 
ency. We have heard of the Law “ bub- 
ble” and of the Black Friday troubles 
and many other speculative disasters, but 
for a purely mercantile affair we do not 
know that we have ever met with or read 
of a more noveltransition from prosperity 
to ruin—dividends of 10 per cent. one day 
and an excess of liabilities over assets be- 
yond hope of redemption on another. The 
inventory upon which this dividend was 
declared was supposititious, if we are to 
take the sworn statement of the assignee ; 
that is, it was not true in fact, for it em- 
braced items which should not have been 
included, and, being so made, the decla- 
ration of a dividend was delusive. What 
the effect might have been upon 


it we cannot say; this is only a matter 
for inference, which people who consider 
it may decide for themselves. If, how- 
ever, taking the other view of the case, 
the dividend was a fair and legitimate 
outcon.e of the business, and the inven- 
tory correct, there are discrepancies to 
be accounted for, and these the petition- 
ing creditors are seeking to investigate. 
Their existence can be best studied from 
the testimony of the assignee himself. 
We quote: . 


Q. For the purpose of having this matter brought in 
compact form I will restate the general question: By 
the inventory taken June, 1487, the value of the stock 
of goods on hand was $275,900; the company received 
in store subsequent to the ng of the inventory and 
before the making of the assignment goods of the 
value of $70,000; that made a total valuation of stock 
on hand of $345,000; there was sold out of that stock 
up to the time of the making of the assignment $1<0,- 
281.68 worth of the stock, leaving a balance of stock on 
hand amounting to $244,118.32, did it mot? A. Yes, 
sir, that is right. 

Q. The assignee’s inventory, however, shows that 
there came into his hands only $162,454.66 worth of 
stock? A. That is the assignee’s estimate ; yes. 
+-Q, That leaves a deficit of stock to be accounted for 
of $81,653.66; will you be kind enough to account for 
the disappearance and non-accounting of that quantity 
of stock? A. Part of that deficit of course will appear 
in the assignee’s estimate of the value of that stock ; 
how much that ts I am not prepared to say without 
making a calculation. 

Q. If the assignee in making up his inventory had 
included in it the goods which have since been claimed 
by various persons and creditors as having been con- 
signed only to the corporation, would this glaring de- 
ficit appear? A. It certainly would have helped some— 
what to reduce that deficit? 

Q. Then the fact remains apparent, does it not, that 
when your inventory was taken in June, 1887, this stock 
ora great part of it, which has since been claimed as 
merely consigned stock, was included in the inventory 
and reckoned as part of the stock and assets of the 
concern? A. It is possible it might have been done 
by error. 

Q. Is it likely that that company would have made 
sO great an error as $81,000? A. In taking the stock 
and going over the different floors it is probable, and 
it is possible, that they may have included some stock 
that was there on commission and made that inventory. 

Q. If the goods since claimed to have been con- 
signed merely had not been reckoned as a part of the 
property of the corporation, could the corporation have 
declared a dividend upon its stock in June, 1887? A. 
No, sir. 

Q. Then the probability is that with deliberation and 
full knowledge the officers of this corporation reck- 
oned all the property that you have just mentioned as 
the assets of that corporation and upon the basis of 
that reckoning paid a dividend? A. I deny that. 

Q. Well, explain it? A. As far as the commission 
accounts were, they were perfectly straight ; I am not 
here to excuse any act of the Tyler Paper Company; I 
am here to represent the assignee as well as the rest; I 
propose to answer your questions truly to the best of 
my knowledge and belief; I know that as far as I am 
concerned I would scorn to make a dividend under 
such conditidns as you have just named ; if I thought 
it was not correct at the time I would not have con- 
sented to a dividend, but I believe it was truthful and 
correct, and so I voted for a dividend. 

Q. And your belief was an offspring of your faith? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And faith is evidence of things not seen? A. I 
don’t mean to be a philosopher. 





VERY little perspicacity is required to 
understand where the shrinkage in the as- 
sets of the Tyler Paper Company occured. 
The testimony above quoted indicates 
pretty clearly that stock inventoried as 
the property of the concern and which 
formed the basis for a dividend consisted 
in part of the goods alleged to have been 
held on commission account, and this 
brings us directly to the question whether 
these goods were bona fide the property 
of the company, to be paid for in 
due course, or simply to be held for 
account of owners to whom returns were

der oath. Another disturbing feature 


occurs in this connection. A number of 
invoices were shown to have been ab- | 
stracted from the books of the Tyler Pa- | 
per Company, and although it may ap- 

pear singular that these invoices should | 
relate exclusively to the merchandise | 
which appears to be in dispute, there may 
be some reasonable way of accounting | 
for their abstraction. It devolves upon | 
the assignee to explain why they are | 
missing and how they came to be ab- | 
stracted. We come now to another | 
feature of this interesting case. We | 
have already adverted to the fact that a 
certain proportion of the creditors’ claims | 
have been compromised at 22% per cent. | 
The stock and fixtures of the company, 
less the amount of stock disposed of by 
the assignee, have been sold. They were | 
purchased by one of the principal credi- | 
tors at 80 per cent. of their cost value, a 
sum to be determined after a proper in- 
ventory and appraisal. This invites con-

Watermarks.

Everybody knows how unceremonious- 
ly I was crowded to the wall last week and 
is no apology to be made.

But we can excuse the omission, can 
we not? THE JouRNAL last week had eigh- 
teen pages, and it was packed—like a sardine 
box—with interesting matter. That Chicago 
episode is a sort of eye-opener.

The assignee, I see, admitted that his 
belief in the ability of the company to pay a 
dividend was founded on faith. This indi- 
cates that he is anything but a ‘‘ doubting 


| Thomas.” 


But happy as was the lawyer's sugges- 
tion that ‘‘ faith is an evidence of things not 
seen,” the dexterity with which the assignee 
parried the thrust was admirable. 


Let us now await further developments. 
It is thought that the business of the bankrupt 
company is not to be given over to those who 
are looking around for the crumbs. 


Considerable money has been spent in 


‘trying to construct automatic machinery for 


weaving Fourdrinier wires. This has been 
done in the direction of economy. It is inti- 
mated that the cheapening process is now to 
be carried out in drawing the wire, a piece of 
work which has required time, skill and pa- 
tience. I understand that a machine is to be 
introduced which will reduce the time and 
trouble heretofore expended on this work. 


Acombination of the Leblane and Sol- 
vay processes for manufacturing soda is said to 
be under experiment in England. By using the 
tank-waste of the Leblanc works the residual 


| ammonium chloride obtained by the ammonia 


method is decomposed, and the bicarbonate 
of soda is produced by a simple series of re- 


| actions. 


The sulphuretted hydrogen, resulting 
from decomposition of the ammonium sul- 
phide, on being driven off is stored in a gas- 
holder, and forced to yield up its sulphur by a 
new process. By this method much of the 
already existing plant, erected at great cost 
for old works, can still be utilized and adapted 
to the new requirements. 





It is expected that a great saving of 
waste products will be effected by this process, 
one ton of lime being saved and six hundred- 
weight of sulphur recovered for every ton of 
soda ash produced. 


There is a good deal of talk about the 
Hermite process of bleaching. A _ fellow 
asked me the other day if ants were at all 
used for this process and it was some time 
before I could ‘‘ catch on.” I wonder now 
if anyone will suggest anything about some- 
body who has discovered anything new in 
bleaching while living in a cave. 


But the Hermite process of bleaching 
has, I believe, already been referred to by 
THe JouRNAL. Its great feature is that by 
passing electricity through a solution of 
magnesium chloride a bleaching agent results, 
and this bleaching compound is equal to 
bleaching powders in efficiency and can be 
produced much cheaper. I give this for the 
benefit of all hermits who haven't been awake 
lately.

Pulp Manufactories Company, Limited, of 
Dresden.—1 shall sail for home to-morrow on 
the Eider; I have enjoyed my visit here very 
much and hope to return from time to time. 
Ihave been very busy and am pleased with 
the prospects of my company in this coun- 
try. The pulp has been well received, and 
I expect that some mills now making pulp will 
soon, say in two years, give it up and use our 
product, as we can make it and lay it down 
here cheaper than it can be made in this coun- 
try. Sulphite here is yet in its infancy, and 
you will see great strides in it during the 
next few years. Sulphite and our pulp give 
very satisfactory results when worked to- 
gether.

Female Night Labor. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I had no thought in forwarding a newspaper 
extract as to female night labor being pro- 
hibited in factories in Russia than that you 
would note it. I am aware that some years 
ago the subject was pretty thoroughly dis- 
cussed in the columns of THE JOURNAL, and 
that it was the direct cause of putting a stop 
to it in certain localities, and I had acquired 
the idea that it was a thing of the past. 

Judge of my surprise at being informed a 
few days ago that, exclusive of those making 
loft-dried papers, fully 60 per cent. of the 
paper mills in the United States employ a 
certain amount of female help whose hows of 
work are the same as those of the adult tour 
workers employed in the mill—that is, they 
work one week all day (eleven hours per day) 
and the following week all night (thirteen 
hours per night); or, if their times of changing 
are at noon and midnight each week, they 
must either get out of bed and go to the mill 
at midnight, or leave the mill and go home at 
that hour. 

Just think of girls from fourteen years of 
age and upward being compelled to stay in 
the mill thirteen hours per night, in all kinds 
of weather, all the year round, or to go or 
come from their homes at midnight ! 

One of the gentlemen who spoke on the 
majority report at the Saratoga meeting made 
the statement that, traveling in Europe a few 
years ago, he saw a female carrying the hod. [ 
think that it would be interesting on a Saturday 
évening to place the female paper-mill hand and 
the hod-carrier alongside of each other and 
compare that girl who had been for a week 
carrying the hod in God’s air and sunlight 
with that other girl who had been confined 
thirteen hours each night, laying off at the 
cutter in a steamy, unwholesome, damp ma- 
chine-room. 

This is something all the more disgraceful 
because it is perpetrated on a class who have 
not the opportunity to help themselves. Men 
who have the ballot-box can meet to talk and 
communicate as to the methods to be used in 
accomplishing what they desire. 

I hope we will hear no more of Saratoga 
conventions, boards of arbitrations, &c., until 
this great and monstrous wrong has been 
remedied. Prrto.

The Postal Regulations. 
Wasuincton, October a9, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

The Post-Office Department seems to be 
acting with quite unnecessary severity toward 
those manufacturers and merchants who are 
stocked with sample envelopes, wrappers, tags 
and pin-tickets bearing the name of the maker 
in addition to the fact and date of their being 
patented. 

It is not clear that the law is violated by 
what the department (reversing its prior ac- 
tion) has just decided shall not be done. 
Sec. 22 of the act of March 3, 1879 (see Pa- 
PER TRADE JouRNAL, October 15, 1887, page 
624), relates to what the sender of a package 
of fourth-class matter may write or print 
upon the package or the articles contained in 
it, and the plain and whole intent and purpose 
of the provision is that the sender shall not 
evade payment of letter postage upon intelli- 
gence properly subject to that rate, by attach- 
ing it to or associating it with samples of mer- 
chandise sent at fourth-class rates. Sec. 23, 
both by reason of its language and subject 
matter, is to be read in connection with Sec. 
22, and when so read has no necessary bear- 
ing upon the question of the legality or ille- 
gality of the practice of makers of patented 
wrappers and tags of stamping or printing 
their names upon their products. To be con- 
sistent with its present attitude the Post-Office 
Department should rule out the “ return re- 
quest” that it nevertheless finds authority to 
permit upon the wrappers of fourth-class mat- 
ter. What would be its decision concerning 
a wrapper for fourth-class matter that bore 
the trade-mark of the maker ? 

Heretofore the construction given to the law 
has permitted the makers of wrappers and tags 
to put their names upon their goods. The law 
has not changed, but the construction has. And 
why? The Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
says (American Stationer, October 20, 1887, 
page 832): ‘‘ The action taken by the depart- 
ment upon this matter is in conformity to a 











formal opinion of the Assistant Attorney- 
The law expressly charges the 
Postmaster-General with the administration of 
the postal laws, while no law, custom or de- 


General.” 


cision gives any legal force to the ‘‘ opinion of 
the Assistant Attorney-General.” The Post- 
master-General may follow such an opinion, 
or not follow it, in his discretion. He could 
not plead such an opinion in legal exculpation 
of an illegal action on his part ; he could not 
be held legally liable for following his own 
opinion against that of the Assistant Attorney- 
General. No legal weight attaches to the 
opinion behind which the department shelters 
itself. No such weight belongs even to an 
opinion by the Attorney-General, although by 
custom and by quasi legislative and judicial 


recognition a character is given to the opin- | 


ions of that officer not as yet possessed by the 
opinions of that entirely subordinate function- 
ary, the Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Post-Office Department. 
justly complain that, before suddenly revers- 
ing the machinery of the postal laws, the Post- 
master-General did not call upon the Attorney- 
General for his opinion upon the legal question 
presented, but contented himself with an 
opinion from a subordinate that might be 
ovérruled by an opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, should the President or the Postmaster- 
General request the opinion of the superior 
officer. 

If the opinion of the Assistant Attorney- 
General were sound and of any legal force it 
would not necessarily follow that instant effect 
should be given to it. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral is the first interpreter of the postal laws, 
and when they are interpreted by him the in- 
terpretation becomes a part of the law and re- 
mains so till reversed by himself or higher 
authority. In this case the reversal is by 
himself, and it was and is within the limits of 
a sound discretion for him to say when and in 
what manner the new law (for such the new in- 
terpretation is in an administrative sense) shall 
take effect. It will be noticed that Mr. Vilas 
does not appear to have personally taken any 
action in this matter, but if it grows important 
enough to engage his personal attention some- 
thing is to be expected from his rank as a 
lawyer and man of affairs. 

To sum up, the construction now placed 
upon the law, in opposition to the former con- 
struction, is of doubtful accuracy. The meth- 
od used by the department to obtain a legal 
construction of the law was improvident and 
inconclusive. The action of the department 
in putting the new construction into force is 
unnecessarily harsh and injurious to private 
interests developed under shelter of the former 
interpretation. C. F. B.

It is rumored in an indefinite sort of 
way that a person living in New Jeisey re- 
ceived a letter from a friend in which the 
latter said that he saw David Scott in the 
Grand Hotel, at St. Catharines, Canada, on 
Monday, Nevember 7. The information is 
very vague and is not traced to any definite 
source. 

Albert Hall, of Alvah Hall & Co., 101 
Thomas street, received the letter which was 
referred to last week. It is as follows:

New York, Suspension Bripce, 
tober 23, 

Dear ALbert—By the time this reaches you I shall 
have gone to another world, but before the final step I 
want to say some things and ask you todosome. For 
months—I may say two years—I have had no real 
sleep. Slept I have, but it was a disturbed and tireful 
sleep. I went to bed tired and rose more so. Now, 
with the idea of another life, there is a feeling of exul- 
tation that is difficult to put into words. Therefore I 
won't attempt it. I feel that I am to take a rest, which 
I have not had for twenty years. * * * Now, old 
fellow, 1 have said about all I want to on business 
matters, and I only ask you to remember me as we 
were. The fates have seemed against me. I have la- 
bored hard. Now itis over. I don't know that I have 
much to regret. I have tried to be generous and just, 
despite what some and appearances may say.

In speaking of the matter Mr. Hall said: 
** Yes, I received that letter and handed it to 


publish those portions which might be of in- 
terest to the friends of the missing man. The 
excised paragraphs referred solely to the ex- 
ecutorship of certain matters of a private 
nature, and these have therefore been with- 
held.”’ 

** You believe the letter to be authentic ?” 

‘Oh! there is nodoubtof it. I have known 
Mr. Scott for years ; he was a very dear friend, 
and since his disappearance I have made 
every possible inquiry into the rumors touch- 
ing his honesty, and I can find nothing that in 
any way causes me to change my opinion that 
he did for his firm what in his judgment was 
for their best interests. I believe Mr. Scott to 
be dead, and of this I think there can be no 
reasonable doubt. The letter, to my mind, 
speaks for itself and answers all doubts as to 
his intention and the cause of his sad deter- 
mination to end an existence which had be- 
come unbearable.” 

Thomas Vernon, when spoken to yester- 
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day, said that he had heard nothing from Mr. 
Scott. 

‘*It is said that you have decided to wind 
up the business of Vernon Brothers & Co,; is 
that so?” 

‘*] have nothing to say except that I have 
heard nothing from Mr. Scott. I am all at 
sea and do not yet know what I shall do.” 

**You have shut down the Northampton 
mill. What is the reason?” 

‘*I do not say that we have shut the mill 
down. I will say nothing about it.” 

Many of Mr. Scott’s friends have severely 
criticised the members of the firm of Vernon 
Brothers & Co, for the statements which have 
appeared reflecting on Mr. Scott, and in this 
connection it may be stated that Mr. Vernon 
furnished Mr. 


Scott's brother with a letter | 





stating in substance that he had not charged 
anything criminal against Mr. Scott, and that 
with all his faults—and they were many—Mr, 
Scott possessed a generous nature and was 
greatly liked by a large circle of triends.

INDEMNITY OFFERED AGAINST ACCIDENTS TO 


EMPLOYEES. 
There are few employers who have not 


suffered much inconvenience, and ofttimes

serious loss, by accidents to workmen during | 
It seems to matter not whe- | 
ther the injuries received by such accidental 


working hours. 


causes are occasioned by fault or negligence 
on the part of the employer or are due to the 
carelessness of the workman, efforts are gen- 
erally made to place the responsibility upon 
the employer. 

Under the common law any employer of 


labor is liable to have an action brought | 


against him because of personal injuries sus- 
tained by a workman through causes connect- 


ed with his occupation, and the numerous | 


cases reported in which workmen have, by 
litigation, recovered substantial damages from 
their employers for injuries so received show 
the cost to employers of such accidents. But 
the expense in the shape of damages awarded 
is not the only loss to the employer ; there is 
much valuable time wasted, court expenses 
and professional fees; vexation, anxiety of 
mind and trouble generally are attached to 
the matter, while the fact that pending suits 
for damages may result in decisions adverse 
to the employer and call for the payment of 
large sums of money causes the latter to hesi- 
tate about closing his year’s business account. 

These harassing difficulties have been satis- 
factorily met by the introduction of a form of 
insurance policy issued by the Employers’ 
Liability Assurance Corporation—a system of 
assurance which is a new feature in accident 
insurance in the United States, although it 
has been successfully carried on for many 
years in England and France. The policy 
(drawn up by one of the most eminent jurists 
of this country, aided by the corporation’s 
large experience in this class of accident busi- 
ness) indemnifies the employer against all 
damages, costs and expenses that he may be 
put to in connection with accidents to his 
workmen. In other words, when an accident 
results in a demand for compensation from 
an injured workman the insurance company 
steps into the employer's place and defends 
or compromises the case for him, thereby re- | 
lieving the employer of all thé trouble and ex- 
pense inseparable from such suits. 

The form of policy, as issued by the Em- 
ployers’ Liability Assurance Corporation, has 
been submitted to a great many employers of 
labor and has met with general approval, it 
being regarded as satisfactorily meeting the 
requirements of employers. That this form of 
accident policy is approved of and indorsed by 
employers is testified to by the fact that the cor- 
poration has issued policies covering pay-rolls 
amounting to over $20,000,000 per annum, a 
number of paper manufacturers being included 
in this aggregate. Under the policy an em- 
ployer may receive indemnity (with the one 
restriction of $10,000 for any one accident to 
a number of workmen) in respect of several 
claims in the course of the year. As for ex- 
ample, for an annual premium of about $100 
an employer may receive as much as $50,000 
or more indemnity in the year. Every claim 
is referred to and passed upon by an execu- 
tive committee of the assurance corporation, 
this committee being composed of gentlemen 
of experience in various occupations well 
qualified to form a good judgment of the im- 
portant issues brought before them. It is the 
aim of this committee and the policy of the 
corporation to treat every case with liberality, 
and while employers may feel the utmost con- 
fidence that the corporation will identify itself 
with them and defend them in their legal 
rights, the injured employee may also feel | 
confident that his} claim will receive just con- | 
sideration. As soon as an accident is re- 
ported to the assurance corporation it is 
promptly investigated by a competent inspec- | 
tor, who inquires very minutely into the points | 
upon which a claim would be likely to be 
founded, and his report, accompanied by the 
opinion of the corporation's counsel upon the 
point of employer's liability, is considered by 
the executive committee of the corporation. 

In dealing with cases of this character the 
Employers’ Liability Corporation has a large 


and varied experience, and its method of pro-| | 


cedure may be considered, as it should be on 
the part of experts, more favorable than that | 
usually adopted by employers who do not in- 
sure for such indemnification. If after thor- 
ough investigation liability appears to be pres- 
ent, and if there are circumstances indicating 
the desirability of a settlement without litiga- 
tion, steps are taken accordingly ; but if suit is 
brought and allowed to continue the assur- 
ance corporation employs reputable counsel 
resident in the State who, aided by the evi 
dence of experts and by special experience 
gained in defending large numbers of similar 
suits, may be expected to handle the case 
satisfactorily and successfully, 

This new system of accident insurance may 
be regarded as a boon to employers. That it 
is so regarded may be inferred from the fact 
that the system is growing in favor in many 
States, being keenly appreciated and highly 
indorsed by shrewd business men who see in 
it the means of avoiding considerable uneasi- 
ness, labor and expense, and of placing such

An English Workingman’s Views. 


An English workingman, who has been 
visiting the United States, writes a chapter of 
his experiences to a London paper, to give 
his fellow workers some idea of the state of 
affairs in this country. The writer, as will be 
seen, is opposed to free trade, and is under- 
stood to be Henry J. Pettifer. The following 
is a suggestive passage from his letter : 

** Now, I may be asked, if it is generally ac- 
knowledged that protection has done and is 
doing so much for America, and especially in 
these Eastern States, how comes it that states- 
men and newspapers can be found in that 
country who advocate free trade? The 
answer is this: Those politicians and papers 
who in America are known as free traders 
would in England be called red-hot protec- 
tionists ; for I have not met or heard of one 
who even hints at letting manufactured ar- 
ticles come in duty free, or, in fact, any 
article which would, if allowed to come in 
free, be likely to reduce the wages of the 
working classes. These so-called free traders 
simply advocate a reduction of the duties now 
placed upon certain raw materials, and the 
total abolition of the duties now levied upon 
such articles as the United States cannot 
produce for itself. 

** How, in the name of common sense, could 
anybody have the cheek to advocate Eng- 
land's system of free imports in the Eastern 
States, or even in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, or in any State where any great num- 
ber of people are engaged in manufacturing 
industries? What possible advantage or 
equivalent have you got to offer these work- 
ingmen after letting in the flood of cheap 
French, German and English articles of every 
description, and, by so doing, bringing down 
their wages to our level at one blow, with the 
certainty that in the immediate future they 
would, if they are to continue to be a manu- 
facturing people, have to come to the long 
hours and low wages of the Continent? 

“ English free traders must remember that 
they are asking America to abandon or re- 
verse a fiscal policy which has enabled her, as 
far back as 1880 (the latest figures I can get, 
but they have made rapid strides since then), 
to employ in the cotton trade 172,500 opera-

A new method of converting anthracene in- 
to anthraquinone is by means of the oxidizing 
powers of ferric sulphate, called also sulphate 
of peroxide of iron. It is accomplished by 
heating the materials together up to 150° 
Cent., for 50 kilogs. of anthracene, or as 
much crude as contains that quantity, requires 
2,000 to 3,000 litres of solution of ferric sul- 
phate of a strength from 28° to 45° Beaumé.
